Chicago, Aug. 17.—No progress has 
be^fi mkdo by the labor leaders who 
intervened to bring about a settlement 
of the telegraphers’ strike through ar­ 
bitration. 
President Bmall of the tel­ 
egraphers’ organization met Samuel 
Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor and Labor Commissioner 
Neill Just before the latter’s departure 
ror Washington, but said that it was 
only in a social way and that it was 
too early to talk of arbitration. 
Despite the general strike order, 
both telegraph companies, by actual 
test, were able to handle business to­ 
day with greater promptness than at 
any time since the Inauguration of the 
strike. 
Many small towns which have 
been almost cut off have been heard 
from. The officials of both companies 
declare that instead of desertions in 
response to the strike order the re­ 
verse was the true state of affairs. 
On the other hand, the union offi­ 
cials claim that there was an enthu­ 
siastic response to the strike order. 


The Service Improving.

from the years of experience he has 
had Id labor difficulties. 
He will at­ 
tend in Washington next week the 
quarterly meeting of the national ex­ 
ecutive board of the Federation of 
Labor. That board will vote upon the 
advisability of a strike assessment 
upon the 2,000, 000 members of the 
Federation of Labor. 
In other words, 
the Federation of Labor is expected 
to furnish the sinews of war.

“ In spite of the solemnity of m ar­ 
ria ge,” says William Croswell Doane, 
Bishop of 
Albany in the 
August 
Delineator, “ it is beyond 
question 
that in innumerable instances boys 
and girls, young 
men 
and 
yoang 
women, carried away by momentary 
passion, or by superficial sentimental­ 
ism, or by passing fancy, or by the 
desire for money, or 
higher social 
position, or by Inumerable unworthy 
motives, rush into what is well called 
the ‘aw ful’ contract, either with no 
realization of what it means, or with 
the disgraceful idea at the start that 
they can get rid of it if they find they 
have made a mistake. 
Between the 
alternative of married life made mis­ 
erable by conditions which ought to 
have been guarded against, and the 
horridbleness of divorce and remar­ 
riage, some way needs to be found to 
avoid both.
